He describ- 
ed his emotions in the language of 
our text, saying, “the sorrows of 
death compassed me about’; that is 
to say, the sadness associated with 
the thought that he was about to die, 
about to leave his friends. In the 
posite form of the Hebrew language, 

e repeated this thought; namely, 
! “The pains of hell gat hold upon me.” 
In\our modern language this would 
mean the pains of death, or the pains 
of the tomb. They were pains that 


Nothing in this text has the slightest 
syerenve to anything in the future 
ife. 

Our Baptist friends, in their revised 
translation of the Bible, have chosen 
for such passages as this the expres- 
sion, ‘“‘the underworld,’’ instead of 
the word “hell.’’ Yet even here there 
is danger of the average reader not 
eatching the true thought. Tar sim- 
pler and far less liable to be mis- 
understood, would it have been, had 
the translators said, ‘‘The pains of 
the tomb.” The Revised Version of 
the English Bible reads, ‘“‘The pains 
of Sheol.” 

Every learned minister knows that 
the Hebrew word Sheol realiy means 
the grave, the pit, the state of death. 
Why do they hesitate to tell 

ople the whole truth on this sub- 
ject? Why do they translate it part 
of the time “the grave‘ and at other 
times “the underworld?” Why do 
they use the translation, “the grave” 
in one place, and ‘‘the pit” in an- 
other, and then refuse to translate 
the word at all in the third instance, 
but give the word Sheol? Was it 
their intention to confuse the people? 
What is the motive? We wish that 
some of these great men would ex- 
plain. 

We would like to have our minis- 
terial brethren state their reasons for 
pursuing a course of hiding the truth 
on the subject of hell. Only because 
they neglect to give the reasons do 
we feel at liberty to suggest them. It 
seems to me that these ministers are 
of two classes, and that their reasons 
are therefore slightly different. All 
of them seem to agree that it would 
be dangerous to tell the people that 
God is really a God of Love, and that 
the doctrine of an eternity of torture 
is entirely unscriptural, finding no 
foundation whatever in the writings 
of the Apostles. 

They fear to tell the people that 
these doctrines were built up during 
the Dark Ages by the very men who 
manifested so little of the Spirit of 
| God and so little knowledge of God’s 
will respecting His people that they 
barned one another at the stake. 
They fear to tell the people that dur- 
ing the Dark Ages our biinded fore- 
fathers took the parables and dark 
sayings of Jesus as literal statements, 
quite contrary to the Master's evident 
intention, ‘These they supplemented 
with certain crude misconceptions o! 
the symbolisms of The Revelation. 
From the combinations they made 
scarecrow doctrines, blasphemous in 
the extreme, which never produced 
saints, but which led men astray into 
thinking that they were copying God 
in the deviltry which they accom- 
plished one toward another. 

The fear now seems to be lest the 
public should once perceive that the 
creeds of Christendom, while contain- 
ing much good, are cankered, wormy 
and vitiated by those doctrines of de- 
mons. Why should hag. fear to tell 
‘the people the truth? Perhaps it is 
because the religion of our a ig 
built so largely upon man-worship, 
system-worship, creed-worship and 
the Bible, Perhaps they 
| fear that if the creeds were thus dis- 
credited it would mean that the min- 
isters of those creeds will be similar- 
ly discredited. Perhaps they fear 
that the people would never again 
| have confidence in their teachings, 
and that thus all the various party 
| walls of Christendom which for so

Robert Ingersoll’s 
methods of antagonizing the Bible 
were far less successful than the 
methods of modern Higher Critics 
and Evolutionists. 

All who oppose the telling to ths 
ere of the plain truth respectin 

ell seem to have one common groun 
of objection. They say, “With all 
the fear of hell that has been preach- 
ed for centuries, see how wicked the 
world is and how little human life 
is worth! See how every law of God 
and man for the protection of life 
and purity and property is endanger- 
ed! Note that if it were not for our 
telegraphs, telephones and immense 
igen forces of to-day, nobody would 

@ safe, so much more wicked does 
the world appear to have become 
within the last fifty years! If the 
fear of eternal torment and of purga- 
tory were lifted from the minds cf 
mankind, would it not make the dan- 
gers tenfold greater than they are 
now? Would it not speedily be neces- 
sary to double our police force, if the 
masses lost their belief in a place of 
eternal torture?” 

This is lame reasoning, it seems to 
us. It confesses in one breath, in 
spite of all the false teachings of cen- 
turies, wickedness has been growing. 
Would it not be wise to inquire to 
what extent the false doctrines, the 
misinterpretations and  mistransla- 
tions of the Bible, have been respon- 
sible for the increase in wickedness? 
Are men wiser than God? Is it pos- 
sible for man to invent some mon- 
strous, unthinkable delusion which 
will have a greater power with men, 
than the plain, simple Message of 
God’s Love? 

But if we were sure that by blas- 
pheming God’s holy name and by 
playing upon the ignorance ’§ and 
superstition of the masses we could 
make the wicked preserve peace, 
would it be wise to do so? Could 
God's blessing be expected upon such 
a course? Would it not be wiser for 
us, as the people of God, to have 
faith in Him and to trust that, while 
we faithfully present the Truth, Di- 


vine Providence will oversee and 
overrule its effect, and will influence 
for good? 


Experience proves that theirs is not 
the proper thought. When we go to 
the records of the various prisons, 
penitentiaries, etc.. we find that 
nearly all the worst criminals have 
been taught the doctrine of eternal 
torment. Many of them confess full 
faith in it. On the other hand, many 
infidels—once violent opposers of God 
and of the Bible and Christianity —- 
after hearing of the Love of God. 
have thoroughly melted, and with 
tears in their eyes have become loyal 
soldiers of the cross. 

We heard of an interesting case re- 
cently. A colored man in prison for 
crime, somehow came in touch there 
with my sermons, and then with my 
books on Bible study. He became a 
thorough Bible student, and a master 
at handling the Word of God. His 
fellow-prisoners came gladly to hear 
this colored man preach the Divine 
Plan of the Ages from God's Word, 
while they cared not at all to attend 
the chapel services addressed by the 
ordinary chaplain. 

In the “wonderful words of life,” 
started by the Master’s lips, and 
handed down through His Apostles,

of All the Dreadnoughts, 

As designed the new Uniied States 
battleship Pennsylvania ranks as the 
most powerful Dreadnought built, 
building or authorized by any of the 
great naval powers. Her principal dl- 
menstons are: Length over all, 685 
feet; beam, 97 feet, and draft, 29 
feet, on a displacement of 21,000 tous 
on trial, which is but two-thirds of her 
full load displacement of 32,500 tons. 

The Pennsylvania's armament cou- 
sists of twelve fourteen-inch guns 
mounted in four turrets on the center 
line of the ship. With three guns in 
each turret, there is a fore and aft fire 
of six guns and a broadside fire of the 
whole battery. There is a torpedo de- 
fense battery of twenty-two five-inch 
guns, which are carried mostly on the 
main deck about twenty-two feet 
above the water line. In addition there 
are four submerged twenty-one inch 
torpedo tubes and numerous machine 
and quick fire guns. 

The armor consists of a main belt 
eighteen feet deep and forrteen inches 
thick, extending below the water line, 
with transverse bulkheads athwartship 
at either end of the belt. The barbette 
armor is fourteen inches in thickness, 
and the sloping port plates of the tur- 
rets are eighteen inches thick, with a 
roof of five inch armor plate. 

The speed of the ship is to b2 a trifle 
greater than that of her predecessors, 
or about twenty-one knots, Another 
important feature is the larger fuel 
supply, with its resultant increase in 
radius of action. 

The building of this ship will occupy 
three years. The cost of the bull, ma- 
chinery and equipment will be $7,260,- 
000 and that of the a mor $3,000,000 
more. ‘To these two figures, making a 
total of over $10,00000, must eventu- 
ally be added the cost of the guus, 
which will approximate $1,000,000, 
thus making the total cost of the ves- 
sel over $11,000,000.—New York Sun. 


AN ARTIST IN HAIR. 


Remarkable Portraits Produced by a 
German Genius. 

Portraits made out of single hairs, 
each hair being some thirty inches long, 
can be seen now in the establishment 
of L. P. Federmeyer in Germany. His 
work is considered as really the most 
remarkable of Its kind in the world, 
aud he is becoming known as a genius 
in his profession. 

On the walls of his establishment 
may be seen hanging mottoes and de- 
signs and higher up large bust portraits 
of world famed men. You glance at 
them as you would glance at any pic- 
ture on entering a home, but when you 
are told that these pictures were made 
entirely of human bairs without a sin- 

gie line of paint, crayon or pencil you 
are half inclined to doubt the veracity 
of the proprietor. When he produces a 
magnifying glass and you see hair, 
some of it chopped almost to powder, 
your doubts are satisfied. 

There are pictures of Victor Hiso, 
Gambetta, the French statesman, and 
Napoleon I. There is one picture of a 
group of cabinet ministers. The re- 
markable thing about it is that each of 
the seven portraits comprising the eab- 
inet Is made up of a single hair not 
longer than thirty inches. — Chicago 
Tribune.
